union. acd each ttatc is entitled to two 
senators. Consequently, if every ttatc 
legislature performed its constitution- 
al daty, there would be S3 members 


There Is also the danger test the peo- 
ple might become accustomed to look 
for wholesale bribery, and enough of 
them become corruptible to sell their 
rotes. and affect the elections. 


There jou hare an epitome of both 


tides of th«-argument. The reason for 
calling attrition to this condition pros- 
pectiicly affecting our body politic lies 
In the fact that during the jastdttide 
various state legislature* Late failed tu 
perform their constitutional functions, 
and have aJJourneil without fleeting 
senators, thereby depriving sovereign 
states of tteir right tocomplcU repre- 
sentation on the floor of the rational 
senate. 


One striking example of thi* condi- 


tion may I* referred to witho-j*. preju- 
dice. In Ii3l Fcr.ator JIHchell. af Ore- 
gon, discussing the right of tl^e gov- 
ernor of Montana to appoint f j i Mantle 
as a senator, after the legislature of 
Montana failed to elect a senator, said:

Ac- 
cording to a writer in the Chicago 
Times-Herald, its solution seems im- 
minent, at least. 


Experiments, he itates, have been 


conducted in that city for a jcar or 
more by the chemists of a large gl ccr>fe 
factory with a view to ntilizicg the 
refuse. This amounts to about five per 
cent, of the raw material, and it is 
thought can be profitably employed ia 
producing "corn rubber.**

The more refined uses In which india 
rubber is put, however, will be a closed 
field, for the composition of corn rub- 
ber will prevent its sul^titution for In- 
dia rubWr for scientificwork.
